SANE TAX COURSE 


E VERV treasury surplus mobilizes two champs— those who favor 
reducing federal taxes to the lull amount of the surplus and 
those who think it good public business to apportion the surplus 


between tax and debt reduction. 
President Coolidge and Secretary Mellon are consistent mem­ 
bers of the second camp. 
From the first they have argued that 
the advantages of early debt reduction outweigh the blessings of 
tax reduction. 
In the other camp are a number of members of 
both houses of congress and some others who covet a seat either in 


congress or the white house. 
The next congress must follow one oi three procedures. 
It 
will reduce taxes to the full amount of the Surplus or reduce the 
war debt to the full amount of the surplus or compromise by reduc­ 


ing both taxes and debt. 
While cver\ taxpayer feels that his tederal taxes cannot be 
reduced too soon or too much, he knows it is wise tax policy to 
look into the future. 
1 oday s tax can be reduced by stopping 
payments on the war debt but debt reduction today means lower 
interest payments and lower taxes tomorrow. 
Fairly plausible arguments have been advanced for reduction 
and even abolition of various taxes, but the general public is prob­ 
ably in accord with the opinion of the president and the secretary 
of the treasury that every dollar possible be applied to cutting the 
national debt and eliminating obvious 
tax 
inequalities. 
1 hese 
should come before a general tax cut. 
It is apparent that debt reduction will be impossible it con­ 
gress allow s all the pleas for tax reduction, of equai merit on their 
face, that have been pouring into its ears weeks before it gou^ 
into session, bet congress consider the interests of the nation, not 
of minority groups, when it takes up the tax question.

Hawaii Health 
Officers Worry 
About Pilgrims 


Hundreds Seek Sacred Stones 
Near Honolulu In Search 
Of Healing 


Miraculous Cures Being Re­ 
ported Of All Sorts Of 
Physical Ailments 


( International N ews Service) 
HONOLULU. 
Nov. 
11.—Honolulu 
public health authorities are express­ 
ing worry as a result of great pil­ 
grimages of lame, sick and worried 
folk to the so-called sacred stones at 
Wahiawa, some 20 miles out of Hon­ 
olulu. 
Last Sunday more than 1.200 pil­ 
grims sought out the stone and made 
supplication for surcease from physi­ 
cal or mental ailments. 
The stone, which is a small mono­ 
lith, is on the outskirts of an old 
cemetery and, since the start of the 
pilgrimages, has been fenced in. 
The 
petitioners keep it perpetually gar­ 
landed with flowers and place offer­ 
ings of food and money in recepta­ 
cles before the stone. 
The 
a i l i n g 
rub 
handkerphiefs. 
hands, or leaves from nearby trees 
over the stone and then rub their 
bodies with the same object. Reports 
of miraculous cures are rife among 
the superstitious Hawaiians and the 
more credulous element of the Ori­ 
ental races here. 
Believe in Miracle 
The belief in the miracle working 
powers of the stone is believed to be 
a hold-over from early days in Ha­ 
waii, when similar stones were the 
place of worship of Hawaiian women 
who made plea for the gift of fecun­ 
dity. 
The value of the stone as a heal­ 
ing agent is, however, doubted by 
medical officials here, who look up­ 
on it as an agency more capable of 
distributing 
communicable 
diseases 
than otherwise, and who are plan­ 
ning some means of stopping the gen­ 
eral use of it in the manner described 
Several good tales have come out 
of the pilgrimages, which take place 
daily. 
One is of the Chinese 
who 
walked off with the offering of $50 
in dimes and quarters which stood 
before the shrine. 
On his way back 
to town his flivver was wrecked and 
he escaped death by a close margin 
He walked the 10 miles back to the 
stone to replace the coins and next 
morning brought his wife to the stone, 
with the explanation that he had no 
children but daughters and wanted 
a son. 
Make Atonem ent 
Two Hawaiian youths suffered a 
similar accident and walked back to 
the stone to make atonement for hav­ 
ing scoffed at its powers. 
The 
Japanese 
custodian 
of 
the 
stone, however, has no illusions about 
its efficacy as a healing agent. 
He 
showed up at a local physician’s of­ 
fice the other day for treatment for 
a skin disease. 
When asked why he 
did not patronize the stone, he said; 
“Prenty no good. This kine no can 
do. 
Kauka «doctor» more better."’ 
The money placed in the offering 
bowl is being collected by plantation 
authorities and turned over to the 
local charities.

Famous Flier Planning To B. 
“ Lindbergh” Among Brit­ 
ish Aviators

LONDON, N o v 
11 —Considered to 
be the “Lindbergh" of British avia­ 
tion and the most famous airman in 
the British Empire, Sir Alan Cobham, 
who startled the world with his flight 
to Australia and return, 
together 
w ith other long distance, European 
flights, is preparing for another dar­ 
ing 20,000 mile flight around Africa 
in which he hopes to bring about the 
inauguration of the British Air Route 
through Africa, and encourage the 
u e oi airlines as a means of protec­ 
tion for the dominions. 
Using a Short All-Metal flying boat 
fitted with two Rolls-Royce Condor 
engines, the largest All-Metal airship 
in the world, and 
weighing, 
when 
fully loaded, more than ten tons, Sir 
Alan Cobham plans to commence his 
flight about the middle of November, 
and completely encircle Africa over a 
route never before used. 
Famous Airman 
Ranked among the foremost au-men 
in the world. Cobham is a pioneer of 
English aviation and has done more 
lor flying propaganda than any ether 
man in Great Britain. He came into 
prominence following the War when 
in 1919 he carried 10,000 people, while 
engaged in civil aviation. 
His first 
long-distance flight was in 1921 when 
tie flew 5.000 miles around Europe. 
In this same year he opened 
the 
Spanish Air Line to Morocco, and 
since then has covered thousand of j 
miles in his European and African t 
flights. 
In 1926 he made his most 
ipectacular flight from London to 
Melbourne, Australia, and return. A j 
distance of 26,000 miles which 
h e ; 
completed in 320 hours and for which 
he was Knighted by the King. 
Many people have been puzzled as 
to why Cobham. with his experience, 
has never attempted to fly the At­ 
lantic. Even Lindbergh cannot boast 
of a career similar to this. 
His answer is that he does not be- j 
lieve in what he terms “stunt flying.” 
and to him a non-stop trans-Atlantic j 
1 light is a 
“stunt,” 
therefore 
he 
strongly disapproves of it. 
“I think Lindbergh s flight 
was a 
wonderful feat and an unexpressable 
help to aviation, for it proved what j 
things can be accomplished by the 
aeroplane. But tnese recent attempts; 
are merely theatrical stunts and are 
done for the glory received. 
They i 
are not helping aviation. 
Can any-j 
m e tell me what was learned from 
the flights of Nungesser and Coii, the 
Old Glory, the St. Raphael or the 
others which disappeared, leaving no 
trace behind? 
Need Practical Aviation 
“There is no doubt that there will 
be a trans-ocean service, and shortly 
too, but it will be in stages, for com­ 
mercial aviation will not lose its value 
from the fact that one or two stops;

and the wolves 
have spread terror among practical­ 
ly every species. 
The marouding bands have been 
found in widely separated districts, 
I trappers report, and are being aug- 
i mented daily by new arrivals from | 
the north. 
Hunters 
and 
trappers fear that 
| if they stay until winter they will not 
hesitate to attack humans if other 
game has been scared away and food 
becomes scarce. 
Larger 
than the 
feared Ontario timber wolf, the black 
beast is far more ferocious. The ani­ 
mals which have come south have 
been knowrn already to have attacked 
and killed bull moose single-handed. 
Even the timber wolves have not been 
known to attack the antlered mon- 
archs unless in packs. 
Game 
life 
is already being de­ 
pleted and several trappers report 
that deer are seeking protection by 
herding with moose.

there can be no strikes in the future 
and the public will be assured of a 
continuous supply of anthracite 
5. 
Develop new markets for an­ 
thracite by advertising 
and 
com­ 
mercial research activities. 
6 
Guarantee high grade coal by 


careful preparation of shipment1 a* 
the mines 
7. 
Secure repeal of the Pennsyl­ 
vania State Coal Tax. which is a tax 
on the consuming public 
8. Secure a revision of freight ra r.H. 
so that transportation costs to tide­ 
water will be less discriminatory 
These suggestions, some made by 
one individual or group and ignored 
by another, summarize all the recom­ 
mendations given the congress. They 
were such as to bring optimistic state­ 
ments from the business men of the 
coal regions, who promoted the con­ 
gress.

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Early Fogs Bring 
Heavy Losses To 
English Railroads 


(International News Service) 
LONDON, Nov. 11.—Usually early 
fogs in England are calling the atten­ 
tion of the railroad companies to the 
enormous financial loss caused by 
these nuisances. 
An average of $150,000 a day is 
a very moderate estimate of the ac­ 
tual out-of-pocket cost to the rail­ 
roads in the London area on account 
of fog. This does not include of 
course, indirect losses, such as dis­ 
location of traffic and loss of busi­ 
ness especially goods-carrying. * 
All work on the permanent way 
has to be suspended and the plate- 


layers become look-out men; thou­ 
sands of these have to be kept at 
work day and night and the over­ 
time bill is correspondingly heavy.

The Arab women are kept secluded 
in tents, the speaker said, and are 
never een on the streets unless prop­ 
erly veiled 
On account of this seclu­ 
sion and without proper ventilation 
in the tents, the women age verv 
rapidly and look like old women at 
the age of 40. Both the mothers and 
the children are very susceptible to 
tuberculosis on account of the lack of 
iresh air. 
The sons of Arabs are sent to school 
where they learn to read the Koran 
The girls have no schooling whatever 
and are not allowed to be taught to 
read 
At the age of nine years they 
begin to prepare for m arriage and 
sit in tents with their m others where 
they begin sewing on their wedding 
clothes 
At the evening meeting Miss Nar­ 
beth gave a very interesting illustrat­ 
ed lecture on “Our Work in Constan­ 
tine 
Prior to the lecture she show­ 
ed the costumes worn by the people 
of that city. 
Her address both in

ST. LOUIS. Mo., Nov. 11.—Today, 
nine years after the signing of the 
1 armistice, Edward E. Spafford. na­ 
tional commander of the American 
Legion in a message to the American 
people here hailed with thanksgiving 
America's final victory in the world 
war but sounded a clarion call of 
warning that “there is nothing quite 
so permanent as human nature.'' 
“Fear and greed will always have a 
prominent place in the makeup of 
human nature,” the head of the 
legion asserted. 
Contrasting with Spafford’s speech 
was the final day of the meeting here 
of the international good will con­ 
gress of the wrorld alliance for inter­ 
national friendship. Newton D. Bak­ 
er. secretary of war in the trying days 
from 1916 to 1921 delivered an 
ad­ 
dress before the congress on the 
theme “Must We Have W’ar?” 
Col. Raymond Robins also speaking 
before the international conference 
spoke on the subject “The OutlawTy 
: of War.” 
"When we went forth to do battle 
and girded on our armour, we were 
told we were entering a war to end 
wars,” Spafford declared. “We came 
out of the war not to celebrate an en­ 
during peace but to celebrate simply a 
cessation of hostilities—the Armis­ 
tice."

G reat Britain is planning several new 
attem pts to break the existing aero­ 
plane, speed and height.'records. 
Piloting a “Bristol Bulldog ’ aero­ 
plane. the latest of its type in Eng­ 
land, driven by a supercharged Bris­ 
tol Jupiter air-cooled engine. Captain 
С 
Uwins, test pilot to the Bristol 
Aviation Company, will make an a t­ 
tem pt within the next m onth to fly 
to a height of eight miles, thus break­ 
ing the world's height record for aero­ 
planes. and attaining a greater alti­ 
tude than has ever been reached by 
man. 
Special Heated Clothing. 
Owing to the intense cold eight 
miles above the earth—many degrees 
below zero—he will wear special elec­ 
trically-heated clothine. 
A new ex­ 
perim ent to be tried for the first time. 
Oxygen will be carried and fed to him 
through a mask. 
If he reaches any­ 
where the height he hopes to achieve, 
the air will be so rarefied th at it will 
be impossible to breathe it without 
artificial aids. 
A French war-ace. Sadi Lecointe. 
holds the present world’s all classes 
altitude record, which is 36.220 feet. 
Captain Uwins, following recent tests, 
is confident he can reach 40,000 feet. 
An attem pt will also be made in the 
"light aeroplane” class to beat the 
record of 22,000 feet, recently set up 
by the G erm an pilot Baumer. 
On a 
practice flight in the early part of 
October, an English aviator piloting a 
"Tiger Moth" light aeroplane reached 
18,000 feet in 14 4 minutes. 
For Speed Attempt. 
Preparations are nearly completed 
at the Calshoi Seaplane Base fo r: 
Flight Lieut. Webster, the winner of 
the Schneider cup at Venice last Sep­ 
tember, to attack the world’s speed 
record of 277.8 miles an hour, held 
by another French pilot. 
During his flight around the Sch­ 
neider course, W ebster’s speed was j 
over four miles an hour greater, but 
to establish a world s record the aero­ 
plane has to be timed twice in each 
direction over a straight course of 
three kilometres. It is believed Web­ 
ster can gain over 300 miles an hour 
over a straight course.

NEW YORK. Nov. 11.—Unfilled or­ 
ders of the United States Steel cor­ 
poration on October 31 amounted to 
3,341.040 tons, an increase of 192.927 
tens compared with the m onth before. 
The surprisingly large gain in ton­ 
nage was attributed to substantial or­ 
ders for steel rails, in combination 
with fairly good buying of pipe by oil 
companies, although Incoming busi­ 
ness in other lines was under the 
m onth's shipments. 
The total of 3 341,404 tons wns th^ 
largest since April 30, when unfilled 
orders aggregated 3.456.132 tons 
The 
smallest tonnage In years was re­ 
ported in May—3.050.941 tons. 
Operations of the corporation's sub­ 
sidiaries have been increasing stead­ 
ily for several weeks. which the trade 
interprets as a reflection of improved 
demand, giving the impression that 
November should show a future gain 
In bookings.
